REPORT 
[To accompany S. 3248] 


The Committee on the Judiciary, to which was referred the bill 
(S. 3248) for the relief of Mekaru Tatsubo, having considered the same, 
reports favorably thereon without amendment. and recommends that 
the bill do pass. 

PURPOSE OF THE BILL 


The purpose of the bill is to waive the racial barrier to admission 
into the United States in behalf of the minor half-Japanese step-child 
of a citizen of the United States. The child would be considered to be 
a nonquota immigrant which is the status normally enjoyed by the 
alien minor children of citizens of the United States. 


STATEMENT OF FACTS 


The beneficiary of the bill was born on May 6, 1951, and is the step- 
child of Corp.Charles T. Wright, who was married to the child’s mother 
on January 22,1952. The mother is eligible to enter the United States 
under the provisions of Public Law 6 of the Eighty-second Congress. 

Senator Robert A. Taft, the author of the bill, has submitted the 
following information in connection with the case:

The application for marriage has been received in this headquarters and will be 
approved. Approval has been delayed in this matter due to an investigation into 
the procedure involving the adoption of the prospective bride’s illegitimate child 
by Corporal Wright, who denies fatherhood of the child. My staff judge advocate 
has discussed this matter with Corporal Wright, who fully understands the situa- 
tion involving delay in approval of his application; also, it has been explained to 
the prospective bride that there may be some delay in the ch ld’s entry into the 
United States pending appropriate legislative action. ?
